The D ebale on llio F it/ John Porter Itlll. 
W ashington, February l*t.—The long de­ 
bate over the Fitz J« Iiq Porter relief bill 
CAme lo an end this evening. 
The national 
exhibition to-day was more animated toan on 
any previous day of the debate, and under 
the direction of General Slocum, who cut 
long-winded orators short by insisting on a 
vote to night, things became quite warm be­ 
fore the end wan reached. 
Heretofore the 
Democratic members have contented them­ 
selves with listening. 
Tc-day some of them 
began to ask the speakers on the other side 
troublesome questions 
General Woolford, 
late Colonel of the First Kentucky Volun­ 
teers, opened for Porter, in which he testi­ 
fied 
his 
respect 
for 
the 
Confederates 
around him by saying that they were 
good fighters, and better qualified to paes cn 
Porter’s case than Horr, of Michigan, who 
had stayed at home. 
Calkins, of Indiana, 
followed against the bid, making quite a 
sensation by a statement in hin peroration 
that if the House passed the bill “ thepeople 
will reverse your decision and spit upon you.” 
Several members thus threatened warmly' 
congratulated Cdkina on the conclusion of 
his speech 
William Walter Phelps next 
occupied an hour defending Porter. 
His r*- 
marks were listened to throughout with 
morked attention, And when he made the 
point that of all those accused of disloyalty, 
some of whom had openly attempted to de­ 
stroy the Union, Porter was the last who had 
not been forgiven, 
and 
readmitted 
to 
the 
good 
opinion 
of 
mankind, 
he 
was 
greeted 
with 
prolonged 
applause. 
Phelps produced the originals of 
several letters, am ng them one from Reverdy 
Johnson and E iward Everett, in which the 
opinion was expressed that Porter had bem 
unjustly 
convicted. 
These 
were passed 
around among the members. 
Along towards 
5 o’clock Henley of California obtained the 
fl ;or for ten minutes. 
He devoted himsrlf 
especially to the efforts of members on the 
Republican side to explain away General 
Grant’s position on Porter’s case. 
He said 
he had heard the gentleman fr<-*m Michigan 
(Cutcheon) severely criticise Grant ; but he 
had read hJs speech as published iu the 
llic r d in vain for the remarks. 
Therefore 
he did not know whether the slurs cast on 
Grant by Cutcheon would ever seo the light. 
This reference to a Congressional weakness 
fi.r garbling the records brought down the 
house. 
Cutcheon charged up and down the 
aisle and shouted for recognition ; but the 
uproar continued. 
He finally sailed into fne 
cloak-room, and Henley finished. 
Half an 
hour afterwards Cutcheon returned, and got 
the floor. 
He began to explain his attitude 
on the Grant letter, when Henley interrupted 
with the question, “ if he (Cutchtoj) was so 
anxious to let the world know how lie stood, 
why ho had eliminated that part of his re­ 
marks from the records ' R iars of laughter 
and aoplause followed. 
Cutcheon’s answer 
we.», “ Because I wanted to." The truth i« 
understood to be that leading Republicans 
advised him to eliminate the remarks, as they 
wtre very bitter, and liable to involve Cutch­ 
eon in future trouble. 
Henley’s assault on 
the week p int in tho Republican argument 
is likely to keep several on that side of the 
Hou^e explaining in other places.

New York, February 1st.—The scenes in 
Dr. Newman’s church, aR reported in all the 
morning papers, were a repetition of the 
former stormy proceedings between the New­ 
man partisans and their opponents, with .Tan- 
ney at the Lead. 
At least one-half of the 
people io the room were sti ndiog, and a 
dozen people were 
endeavoring to make 
themselves heard. 
A stalwart young man 
with a flushed face waved his srms in the air 
and *h mted vehemently, and white-haired 
old dea-<-as appealed in tremulous tones for 
quiet ani harmony. 
The excitement was in­ 
tense, and the t fleet on tho feminine ele­ 
ment. which constituted fully one-half the 
assemblage, 
was 
strangely 
stimulating. 
Some of the younger women used their voices 
freely, and vied with the men in thf earnest­ 
ness .i! their expressions. 
In order to test 
the sense of tho meeting, a motion was made 
that all who desired Newman to remain as 
permanent pa»tor would reep:nd “ aye.” An 
affirmative ?h /Ut that put to shame all ike 
previous noises went up, and but few dis- 
*eL»ting vote*? wcr? beard.

The demonstration caused a policeman to 
remark, “ Well this beats any politic 1 pri­ 
mary 1 was ever at.” 
Wife Brutally Murdered. 
C in c in n a ti, February 1st.—Patrick Hart­ 
nell, aged 3D years, a laborer living at Mount 
Auburn, brutally killed his wife yesterday, 
and endeavored to chop her body to pieces 
and hide it under the fljor. 
The alarm was 
given by the children and the patrol y gon 
called, bat Hartnell was iutrenched i 
the 
house, with an ax for a weapon, and c tied 
tbe police. They obtained a heavy scantling, 
jammed him against 'he wall, and after a 
fierce tight disarmed him. 
He was »o badly 
iiju ie l Ih&t he was taken to the hospital. 
Mrs. Hartnell was an estimable woman. 
An 
inquest in lunacy was held on Hartnell, but 
upon the testimony of his neighbors he was 
declared sane. Six children slept in the same 
room with the parents ami witnessed the 
butchery. 
The eldest daughter gives this ac­ 
count : “ Mamma wanted to get up this morn­ 
ing and cook Johnny’s breakfast, so that hi 
could go to work. 
Then papo called her a 
terrible name, and told her if she did he 
would kill her. 
She got up, and he picked up 
an ax and she tried to get out of the window, 
but he dragged her back. 
After pullin- her 
in he told her to kiss the floor. 
She did it. 
He told her to do it again. 
She sd 1 she 
would not and commenced to cry. 
h e then 
cut her on the side with the ax, v.hich hs had 
iu his hand all the time. 
Mamma screamed, 
aud papa struck her on the head and she fell, 
bleeding awfully, and did not make any more 
noise. 
He tela us if we made any noise he'd 
kill uj. 
Then the police carne and fought 
him with a pole. 
We were too afraid ‘hat he 
would kill us to ppeak. 
He stru k at us s e v ­ 
eral time», but did not hurt us. 
Lat night he 
lighted the holy candles on the man tel-piece, 
and they burned all night. He would go and 
pray to them, and then walk around the 
room and play the jewshf.rp, and sometimes 
lie on the bed and play it.” 
Sensational Murder Ti-IaI. 
N ew O r lea n s, February 
1 st.—T he evi­ 
dence in the trial of Troyville Sykes for the 
murder of the notorious Kate Townsend, 
Queen of the New Orleans demi-monde, 
closed last night. 
The defense rested its case 
entirely on the plea of self-defense. Kale was 
a dangerous person while in liquor, they 
showed, with the strength and courage of a 
prize-tighter, while Sykes was a great cow­ 
ard. 
She seemed to take a wild delight in 
beating and thrashing him, and while she 
was gentle to others, to him she was always 
cruel. 
Once a week or oftener she seot for 
him, simply for the purpose of thrashing 
him. 
Such was the line of defense, and 
forty-odd witnespes testified to this. 
The At­ 
torneys for the State made some strong points 
against him. 
It was, they charged, a de­ 
liberate murder. 
Sykes knew he was Kate’s 
heir, and had frequently seen the will which 
made him a rich man. 
Fearing that he 
would be disinherited, he had deliberately 
determined to kill her, but kill her secretly 
and privately, with no witnesses to testify 
against him. 
The defense seemed to bs Con­ 
ti lent of Ruccess, and as it is known that 
Sykes is willing to give half ot his newly ac­ 
quired fortune, or say 8*ir»0,000, for acquittal, 
the result is l-'ft in doubt. 
The tees of 
counsel for the defense art contingent on ac­ 
quittal, but in that way they will be large 
enough to satisfy the most ambitious lawyers. 
Toe case was submitted to the jury at an 
early hour last evening. 
The Barrow* Murder Trial. 
Saco (Maine), February 1 st—Mrs. Bar­ 
rows te-»t».fied to day in her own behalf in her 
trial for tbe murder of her husband. 
She re­ 
lated the doings of her husband previous to 
the murder 
She heard sh-ve after he had 
gone out of the house, but did u«»t hear him 
call her name. 
She stopped in the house 
until he re..died the door, when she put on 
her tilings and went to Blarney’s. 
She end 
Blarney returned together, and she remained 
in the shed while Blarney went into the 
house. 
She heard no shots while he was in 
the house, and saw no pistol or cartridge.-». 
She never t<»ld any one that she saw her hus­ 
band shoot himself. 
Another Out'nge on Long Island. 
W o o d h a v en (L. I.), February 1st.—There 
is great excitement here about an affair which 
happened last evening. 
Philip Fox, a ped­ 
dler, failing to make a Rale to Mrs. Julia A. 
Kdier, eeizsd the woman by the throat and 
choked her into insensibility. 
When the 
woman revived she raised an alarm, and peo­ 
ple started iu pursuit and captured Fox. The 
assault, following so quickly upon the May- 
bee murders and the Townsend and Sprague 
outrage», the people clamored for the lynch­ 
ing of Fox and liugg, that a speedy end may 
be put to tho present Long Island rage for 
attacking defenseless woman and aged men. 
The officers succeeded in getting Fox into 
the jail,

G a l v e s t o n (T e x .), February 1st.—A Xcws' 
Laredo special says : 
There is considerable 
telegraphic correspondence passing relative 
to a youcg citizen of Laredo named Trem­ 
ble, arrested a few days ago under a warrant 
of Diftrict Judge Russell, acting as extradi­ 
tion agent, upon the demands of the Mexican 
authorities, who charge Tremble with com­ 
plicity in the Mexican National train rob­ 
bery. 
Secretary Frelinghuysen takes ths 
ground that the treaty does not authorize the 
delivery of an American citizen to the Mexi- 
csn Courts for trial. 
Toe Secretary suys the 
Constituti n of the United States gusrantee» 
to each citizen the right to a trial by jury, 
and the bent fit of a writ of habeas corpus. 
The correspondence has been transmitted 
through the Governor < f Texas.

plosion wrenched and broke windows in other 
buildings for an entire square. 
The damage 
to the structures is estimated at §75,000.

A lliance, February 1st.—In a few’ mo­ 
ments flames arose from the ruins, and a tire 
alarm was sounded.

1. The primary object of education is 
the perfection of the individual. 
2. The perfection of the individual is 
attained by a harmonious development of 
all his powers.

STORY. 


P l a n t L i f e .—It has been shown by 
Professor Schubelcr, a Norwegian phnt 
geographer, that most plants in high lati­ 
tudes produce much larger and 
heavier 
seeds than in warmer regions nearer the 
equator. 
This effect he attributes to the 
prolonged influence of ennlight during the 
long summer days of the high latitudes. 
The difference of seed development wa3 
very remarkable in some cases. 
Dwarf 
beans taken from Christiana to Drontheim 
—less than four degrees further north— 
gained more than '¡0 per cent, in weight, 
and thyme from Lyons, when planted at 
Drontheim, showed a gain of 71 per cent. 
The grain of northern fields is heavier than 
when grown in more southerly localities, 
and seed from Norway planted at Breslau 
decreased greatly in the first year. 
The 
leaves also of most plants are larger and 
more deeply colored in higher latitudes, as 
was first noticed by Griesbach and Martins. 
The same is true of flowers, aud many 
which are white in the southern climates 
become violet in the far north.

out a chance to defend yourself, on the 
word of a reptile like this—a *pott< r. 


S a w -d u s t a n d M a l a l ia — In the first 
report of the Ontario Health Board an in­ 
teresting account is given of an investiga­ 
tion whether large accumulations of saw­ 
dust on the edge of a river had anything to 
do with causing a very extensive epidemic 
of intermittent lever in the village of Cob- 
oconk. 
The case is thus stated : A village 
situated high and dry on a rocky island be­ 
tween two currents of an originally swift- 
flowing river, with high, dry, rocky banka 
on either side. 
A dam at the upper end of 
the island on the left, aud another dam at 
the lower end of the island in the right 
channel. 
A saw-mill on the right bank, 
with much saw-dust distributed aloDg the 
hsnk and in the water along the shore. 
Complete immunity from ague up to a pe­ 
riod one or two years after this mill was 
built so i saw-dust had largely accunWlat- 
ed. 
This immunity is still almost com­ 
plete in the farm houses a few hundred 
yards back from the river bank. 
At a 
point on the right bauk, some hundred 
yards 
above the saw mill, was a small 
marsh of several acres, bnt this marsh had 
existed f.,r twenty years previous to the 
building of the saw-mill. 
Here the con­ 
nection between the malaria aud tio accu­ 
mulation of damp, decomposing saw-dust 
seems sufficiently sho#n to have war. anted 
the conclusion that sticii 
acoum ’lation 
must be stopped.

As yuu say, then, it is useless for any par­ 
ties to the contest to wait for or expect a 
reversal of the decision. 
The Supreme 
t'jurt of the Unit ;d States could not re­ 
verse that decision without undermining 
the fabric of our Government itself, and 
that Court will never do it. 
The people 
of one section of California will never be 
allowed to build up their own fortunes by 
a direct destruction of the property of the 
people of another section, either by the 
prosecution of hydraulic mining or any 
other industry. 
Every man’s life and 
property is entitled to the equal protection 
of the Government and the law, and should 
our Courts of last resort fail to guarantee 
th is protection, then there will be no longer 
an y reason for the continued existence of 
th e Government or the Courts, and the 
whole fabric will go to pieces. 
I know it is hard for those who have in­ 
vestments in the hydraulic mines and in 
the improvements necessary to work them, 
to look upon this decision otherwise than 
as a great injustice. 
It certainly is a great 
hardship, and the miners have my deepest 
sympathy for their losses. 
I sympathize 
as one who has been twice in almost simi­ 
lar circumstances, having twice been de­ 
prived of large properties, or the value of 
them, by the action of the Government and 
the Courts. 
In the prosecution of my en­ 
terprises, however, 1 was not trespassing 
on others’ rights, or injuring the property 
of others. 
Old Californians will remember 
the destruction of my ferry across the Sac­ 
ramento river at Sacramento by the grant­ 
ing, by the Legislature, of a bridge fran­ 
chise by the side of me. 
Larger numbers 
will remember how the S ate Supreme 
Court, perhaps under undue influence of a 
wild anti-subsidy or anti-industrial bounty 
excitement, laid its heavy band upon the 
silk industry, iu which, induced by the 
bounties offered by the Legislature, and 
my 
conlidence 
in 
the adaptability of 
the 
climate 
of 
California to the pro­ 
duction of silk, I had invested my all 
and thus the second time deprived me of a 
hard-earned fer:uue, and at the same time 
checked the progress of this valuable in­ 
dustry in tho State a quarter c>f a century. 
My sympathy, therefore, with the hy­ 
draulic miners is sincere and heart-felt. 
But when the decision of the Supreme 
Court deprived me of the ability to utilize 
my farm on the Sacramento river in silk- 
culture, I did not despair of making it val­ 
uable by working it iu some other way. 
I 
gathered up the loose ende of my means, 
grubbed out my mulberry trees, planted 
alfalfa, bought calves and raised a dairy of 
cows, and went into the dairy business. 
It is true that twice withiu the last ten 
years, in consequence of the tilling up of 
the river bed with 
hydraulic 
mining 
slickens, 
I 
have 
been 
compelled, 
at 
Urge 
expense, 
to 
boat 
my 
cows 
off my place to save them, and have suf­ 
fered great damage from loss of crops from 
the same source ; still, kuowi 
right would linaily triumph, I have held 
to my far.n, and by perseverance made it 
productive and valuable. 
Now I would 
say to the hydraulic miners : lie not dis­ 
couraged if you caanct use water to wash 
down the mountains to make them give 
up the gold that is in them. 
Try some 
other process—some process that will not 
hurt our farms of the valley—and we will 
give you our best hopes, our encouraging 
good cheer, and you will succeed, and you 
w ill have the double satisfaction that comes | 
from a success that is not secured at the , 
expense of a brother’s failure. 
The large water reservoirs and long 
water ditches that have heretofore sup­ 
plied the power to wash down the moun­ 
tains, will no longer be needed in the 1 
changed system of mining, but they are ■ 
not, therefore, dead property. 
From Kern I 
county to Siskiyou, along the western I 
slope of the Sierras, is a country 400 miles 
long and from lifteen to t wenty miles wide, 
over which rests a semi-tropical climate as 
tine as any in the State, and composed of 
soil especially adapted to the production of ¡ 
semi-tropical and the most valuable kinds j 
of hardy fruits and berries, and wine 
and raisiu grapes.

Eds. R bcord-U niok : In your issue of 
the 26th instant appears a communication 
fiom Felix Gillet, of Nevada City, upon 
the lite decision of Judge Sawyer. 
The 
article is prettily writtm , but I desire to 
take some points of honest issue with the 
writer, and will point out a few errors he 
has been led into by an undue regard for 
the enterprise and capital engaged in hy­ 
draulic mining. 
The first mistake made is in assigning 
“ hydraulic 
mining ”—meaning 
by the 
term the use of water as an agent for tear­ 
ing down and moving the earth overlying 
the auriferous beds of extinct water chan­ 
nels—ail age of thirty-four years. 
It ¡9 
safe to say that the improved method of 
hydraulic mining, and wh ch has done 
practically all of the damage the valleys 
have suffered, Í3 not the one-half of thirty- 
four years old. 
In fact, the Monitor and 
Little Giant are inventions of aimost the 
present decade, 
i ’rior to the winter of 
1862 63 the rivers were unpolluted by hy­ 
draulic debris. 
And it is of the period 
since that time that we must speak of hy- 
dranl c mining in its destructiveness. 
In 
discussing this question writers are too 
prone to exaggerate the importance of hy­ 
draulic mining. 
The annual yield of gold 
for the Sratj ¡3 between i? 15 000,000 and 
Ñ20,000,000, of which hydraulic mining 
produces 
hardly the tenth 
part. 
We 
must not mix up the general term mining 
with a single branch of mining industry. 
As for the ditches construct ;d at so 
much cost, it is a lamentable fact that 
they cannot be used at once ; but the time 
will scon come when they will b;come 
paying property in the bands of intelli­ 
gent management. 
As for cheap labor, it 
is a well-known fact that very little skilled 
labor is employed in the working of hy­ 
draulic mines. 
Chinese have been largely 
employed, and would have been more to 
were it not that the owners were afraid of 
public sentiment. 
In fact, a large part of 
their defense iu this legal conflict ha3 been 
in working on the sympathies of people, 
communities, Legislatures, and even Court). 
The “ Bidge ” spoken of by Mr. Gillet 
had far better be a “ second Meadow Lake" 
than an agent spreading destruction and 
waste in the valleys and rivers below. 
As 
Mr. Gillet has aptly said, “ gold required 
no warehouse to store it.” 
lie might have 
aided that it conferred no blessings by 
employing hundreds of busy hands while 
in transit, and distributes no wealth to the 
laboring man. 
On the other hand agri­ 
cultural produce acquires additional value 
while iu transit, and at every shipping 
center leaves substantial evidence of its 
utility and intrinsic value. 
No one claims that Judge Sawyer's de­ 
cree has put a quietus to illegal processes 
— r~ 
, 0f mining, or settled the debris question ; 
ng that the 
|,u[ wc hope it is the beginning of the end. 
It is no remedy—simply a definition of our 
rights. 
The future will no doubt bring 
trouble from the vast deposits already in 
the river channels, but it is surely some 
benefit to have the depositions of debris 
restrained. 
Your correspondent al-:o forewarns us of 
our certain destruction by reason of the 
natural wash of the rivers. 
W e are not 
upbraiding the laws of nature, and we are 
satisfied to abide by the results of her do­ 
ings. 
More than this, we wonld invite an 
I annual deposition of alluvial soil wash on 
I our agricultural lands. 
It would be so 
! much manure, not inert, poisonous stuff 
i like sand and clay. 
Periodical overflows 
: carrying washings from land can only be 
| beneficial, and have only been so. 
If our 
I own rivers prove exceptional it will be a 
! phenomenon worthy of note. 
Speaking of the erosion of rains and 
! rivers, Professor Le Conte says in his text- 
I book on geology : “ The Ganges erodes its 
basin one foot in 1.751 jears, the Missis­ 
sippi one foot in 4,640 years.” 
He says 
j the cause of the great difference in favor of 
the (. sr,gee is that this river is situated in 
a country subject to very great annual fall 
¡ of water, the whole of which falls during a 
rainy season of six months. 
He further 
! saya : “ We believe the Mississippi is much 
1 nearer au average river than the Ganges.” 
Here, then, is a river considered by sci- 
: entists as a very rapidly eroding one, 
\ which removes one foot of its basin in 
I 1,751 years. 
It is quite probable that our 
California rivers do not erode even as fast 
as the Canges. 
But did they erode ten 
times as fast, that would represent only 
j one foot removed over the surface of its 
I basis in 175 years. 
Stop hydraulic mining 
; and we will take even this risk without in­ 
surance. 
The hillsides of Italy and France are 
I covered with the grape aud the olive, and 
' we hear no complaints cf the natural wash 
' damaging the valley lands. If the soil gets 
.to “ walking off " from the mountain peo- 
pies’ land and making for the valley, the 
| first-named people will he the ones to 
: “ whUt'.e.” The richest lands in the world 
have been made by depositions of Bedi- 
' mentary washings; hat soil is uot, nor 
1 never will be, made by deposition of hy­ 
draulic material. 
The deltas of all Urge 
; rivers are made up of these alluvial wash­ 
ings, aud it is useless for the va'ley people 
: to th-.nk of securing much of this wash, 
| for it will net stop t 11 it gets to the mouths 
; of the rivers. 
Oacc let the rivet channels be freed from 
their present incubus of hydraulic debris, 
ami natural agencies will be as provident 
I of man s needs in the future as they ever 
have bceu iu the past. 
We will have 
periodical !l Kids and spring freshets, but 
the recession of the water will show no 
deposition of inert and sometimes poison­ 
ous earthy matter, of no use as soil, and 
impossible to remove from the original 
soil. 
1 have not said a word of the injuries 
caused by hydraulic mining, but, in con­ 
clusion, wili say this of it : 
When condol­ 
ing with the unfortunate hydraulic miner, 
to simply think of the devastation wrought 
in the valleys, wealth destroyed and lives 
lost, will help to bring the justice of this 
dccreo more plainly before the mind.

The bountiful rainfall throughout all 
sections of the State during the past few 
days has changed as by magic the counte­ 
nance of all people within our borders, and 
effected, perhaps too Btrongly, a feeliDg that 
good crops arc now assured for the coming 
season. 
The variableness of the rainfsll 
in this State, taking one season with an­ 
other, is so great, and the dependencies 
that exist upon sufficient precipitation fol­ 
lowing our dry summers, in order to insure 
successful growth of vegetation, tends to 
make a state of anxiety about rain a nat­ 
ural condition among Californians, until 
sufficient moisture has been precipitated to 
insure crops. 
At the present writing all 
j fear for the year 18S4 is dispelled upon the 
part of people generally, and full confi­ 
dence in gathering at least average crops 
is entertained. 
The peculiarity of eDtire 
assurance that “ all is now safe and crops 
certain,” when a good rain comes, as expe­ 
rienced the present week, fed owing threat­ 
ened injury by drought, is as marked as 
the auxitties which precede them. 
There 
is no doubt that tho present moisture iu 
tlie ground is sufficient for several weeks 
to come, bota for the benefit of grain now 
upon tbe ground and for further prepara­ 
tion and sowing, but the great benefits and 
surety against effects of drought to be 
derived from deep aud thorough cultiva­ 
tion, which have been repeatedly urged in 
the columns of tbe 1!e< ord-Union, are 
now especially Worthy of consideration, 
to add’ greater certainty to acceptable 
prospects. 
Fanners who have hesitated 
about further plowing for present sowing 
will probably many of them now proceed 
to complete the;r planting as in other sea­ 
sons, and even if the season of 
18S3 4 
proves the dry season closing another 
seven year cycle, as interestingly set forth 
in the Record U nion the present week, 
the assuring fact still remains that if we 
only have as much further rainfall this 
spring as there has been after February 
1st of each of tbe preceding noted dry sea­ 
sons, it will be fully sufficient, with good 
cultivation, to give reasonable assurance of 
good crops. 
Therefore, let closest atten­ 
tion be paid to deep and thorough cultiva­ 
tion, and even with less raia better results 
may be expected. 
The French prune is receiving increased 
attention, and will be very largely planted 
the present season. 
Here is what a 1,08 
Angeles paper has to say about this indus­ 
try : “All things considered, a good prune 
orchard is a bonanza to the fortunate owner 
who may possess one in the right locality 
for productiveness, assuming it is kept 
free from any pest or disease. 
It is a pro­ 
lific bearer, and the fruit finds a ready 
market at highly remunerative prices. 
As 
it is market d only in the dried state, it 
can readily lie kept from one season to an­ 
other, if necessary, when properly dried. 
We know one ten-acre prune orchard now 
eight years old that netted its lucky owner 
two years ago nearly 88,000, and reached 
nearly as much last year ; and this is not 
exceptional. Another orchard nets its owner 
from 8250 to 8350 per acre upon the trees 
every year. 
The above instances are uot 
iu this county. 
W hether such Buccess 
could be attained here remains to be deter­ 
mined. 
We confess that not yet have we 
seen such prunes here as are grown iu some 
of the northern counties, yet we are young 
in deciduous fruit-growing, but as many 
prune trees have been set within the past 
two or three years, the problem will doubt­ 
less soon be solved. 
As it is, a number of 
instances in this valley and other sections 
of Southern California have shown that 
this fruit can be grown with considerable 
success here. 
There rc-aliy need be but 
one kind of prune mentioned as worth 
planting ; that is the Petite d’Agen or 
French prune. 
This possesses all tbe 
requisites of a perfect fruit of the kind. 
The Hungarian prune was formerly largely 
planted, and the Oregon silver prune is 
now claiming consideration. 
The latter is 
certainly a line fruit, but is rather large 
for drying, and ought more reasonably be 
classed as a plum.” 
The Pittsburg Stockman, in a recent is­ 
sue, says : “ Some good horses are addicted 
to stumbling while walking or moving in a 
slow trot, 
A well-versed 
veterinarian 
states that there are two causes that would 
tend to produce this faulty action—one, a 
general weakness in the muscular system, 
such as would be noticed in a tired horse ; 
the other, a weakness of tbe exterior mus­ 
cles of the leg, brought about by carrying 
too much weight on the toe. 
To effect a 
cure, lie adds, lighten the weight of each 
front shoe at) jut four ounces ; have the toe 
of the shoe mads of steel instead of iron, 
it will wear longer ; have it rounded off 
about the same as it would be when one- 
third worn out, in order to prevent trip­ 
ping ; allow one week’s rest ; have the legs 
showered for a few minutes at a time with 
cold water through a hose, iu order to 
create a epray ; then rub dry, briskly, 
from the chest down to the foot; give 
walking exercise daily during this week 
for about an hour twice a day. 
Wheu you 
commence driving again omit the slow 
g o g ; either walk or send him along at a 
sharp trot for a mile or two, then walk 
away, but do not epeed for st l-iast several 
weeks. 
By this means the habit of stuni- 
bliiig from either of the above causes will 
be pretty well overcome.” 
The owner's name put plainly’ on grain 
bags, hoes, rakes, spades, shovels, steel­ 
yards, etc., and on large implements, is 
very convenient, and will often save their 
wandering and lies. 
W e have long kept 
a steel punch, a piece of iron one-half inch 
square, the corners rounded off a little, t ie 
lower end terminating in a Hat piece of 
stool, three-sixteenths ot an inch thick an 1 
three-fourths of an inch wide. 
On the bot­ 
tom edge of this the letters of the surname 
and initial of the given name are cut ill re­ 
lief. 
With this, and a hammer blow or 
two on its head, the name is cut into every 
implement, large and small. 
It is beaten 
into very soft iron, if there is any’, other­ 
wise into the wood, and has doubtless 
saved twenty times its cost (25 cents a let­ 
ter) in keepirg a great variety of things 
from straying off, or remaining iu posses­ 
sion of borrowers, who are thus precluded 
from saying of them “ t icy did not know 
whose they were.” 
Tnese punches, made 
to order, can be got by mail at moderate 
coet —[American Agriculturist. 
Prof. Knapp, of Iowa, in discussing the 
question of how to bring colts to maturity, 
best prepared for many years < Í usefulness, 
claims that the farmers aud horsemen of 
Iowa watt? 815,000,000 per annum by 
ove-teedmg their celts and young horses. 
He also argues that two quarts of oats and 
two ears ot corn twice a day is liberal 
feeding, but toe colt would eat twice as 
much and not be so strong. 
Giving more 
grain makes rapid growth, but is like 
stuffing an animal for market. 
When you 
desire to produce horses for endurance or 
breeding 
they must be matured more 
slowly. 
Barrenness can be produced nine 
times out of ten by this stuffing process. 
It ruins the health of stock of all kinds. 
Various devices or remedies are given in 
the papers from time to time to prevent 
forked apple trees from splitting. 
Iron 
bolts are msertod ; 
iron bands are em­ 
ployed ; ropes are used to draw the parts 
together ; branches ate drawn together and 
interlaced, etc. 
Prevention is best, and 
well-formed heads will not split down. 
Two main branches, diverging from each 
other at an acute angle, should not b? per­ 
mitted. 
An even and spreading head will 
notsplit, nor» ill any tree be liable to injury 
if not allowed to overbear. 
The practice 
of propping up the limbs of fruit trce9 in­ 
dicates that the tree9 are not well trained, 
or that they are allowed to overbear, or 
both.—[Country Gentleman. 
Speaking of the use of coarse bone-meal 
for feeding poultry, the Rural N ew Yorker 
says : 
About six months ago we began to 
teed our fowls bones broken np to the 
average eize of wheat kernels, and we have 
never seen a soft shelled egg since. 
The 
fowls are excessively fond of this food in 
small quantities, and a very small quan­ 
tity suffict s to satisfy them, and to insure 
sufficient egg-sheli material. 
This quan­ 
tity we have found to be a full handful 
given three times a week for every six ' 
hens. 
Pure broken bones, ready for use, * 


are Bold by all chemical fertilizer firms at 
S3 per bag (200 pounds), and it will be 
seen th at a bag will go a loDg ways. 
The Inter-Ocean says : 
Tbe tile-makers 
of Illinois may justly claim high rank 
among those who have “ made two blades 
of grass grow where only one grew before,” 
or, to be more explicit, doubled tbe volnme 
of the product. 
Tbe annual grass crop of 
this State is worth millions more for t:le- 
drainage, and corn can now be raised where, 
if nature were left to take her course, only 
swamp hay could ha harvested. 
The rain­ 
fall of the State is excessive. 
A great deal 
has been expended for tiles by the farmers 
of Illinois, but the investment, as a rule, 
ha9 paid for itself many times over. 
Parmentier, the French scientist, says : 
“ iTke best way of storing wheat, retaining 
the 
seed-germinating 
and food-making 
principles in their perfection, is to dry 
thoroughly and clean the grain, packing 
the production in dry, clean sacks, kept 
apart from each otber. 
Care should also 
be taken to preserve as low a temperature 
as possible in the granary all the time the 
wheat is stored there.” 
The superiority of 
California wheat is made strikingly appa­ 
rent by Euch needfully prescribed caution 
to be observed elsewhere. 
If you are going to set a new orchard 
this Bpring, remember that it is an excel­ 
lent thing to prepare a plan of the orchard, 
showing the position o: each tree, its vari­ 
ety, etc. 
If a tree dies it can be replaced 
by one of the same sort. Some fruit-raisers 
keep a book in which they register the 
age and variety of every tree in the orch­ 
ard, together with auy items in regard to 
tl^eir grafting, productiveness, treatment, 
etc., which are thought to be desirable.— 
[Prairie Farmer. 
The R ural N ew Yorker soys that root- 
grafting the apple is now generally prac­ 
ticed, the cions of the desired variety be­ 
ing whip-graitsd upon the 
crowns 
of 
seedling stocks. 
But nurserymen, to in­ 
crease the number of trees from a given 
number of stocks, often cut up these long 
roots of seedlings into three or four pieces 
and put a cion on each, and in this way 
make one original stock serve to produce 
several trees. 
This practice is not to be 
commended. 


N . Atwell, one of the Michigan Commis­ 
sioners, whose duty it is look after the 
peach districts of that Stite, and check if 
possible the ravages of the destructive dis­ 
ease known as 
“ yellows,” claims that 
there is no known remedy, and thst the 
only safe plan is to uproot aud burn the 
trees upon the first appearance of the 
disease. 
The Am erican Grocer finds that in 1SS3 
3,000,000 cases of tomatoes were packed in 
the United States, each containing two 
dozen tins. 
The exact figures are 70,645,­ 
896 cans. 
Their value at wholesale was 
probably 86,000,000. 
Maryland puts np 
about one-half of the pjroduct, and New 
Jeisey over a fifth. 
A farmer in Kansas reports the effect of 
an application of one ton of bran to the 
acre as equal to that obtained from the 
U9ual application of a mixture of bone dust, 
guano, lime and wood ashes, and the dif­ 
ference in yield of the crop that received 
the bran as compared with those not treat­ 
ed was very gieat. 
Next to Australia we are now producing 
more clothing wool than any other country. 
In 1876 our wool product was 115,000,000 
pounds, while the present year it will not 
be far from 350,000,000 pounds. 
It is reported that horses and cattle west 
of the Medina river in Texas are dying by 
hundreds for want of grass. 
Owners are 
driving their stock south. 
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A spider Doiomedte recenlly observed in 
the Isle of Wight dragged two or three 
leavee to the shore, fastened them together 
with his web,'launched the craft and sailed 
away over the pond, leaving it to dart and 
dive after ffie3 and other game, returning 
with them to the raft to be devoured. 
A section of a mammoth discovered on 
the Lana river, after entombment in the 
ice for certainly not less than five thou­ 
sand years, was bo perfect that the struc­ 
ture of the brain could net be distin­ 
guished from that of a living animal. The 
natives fed the lleih to their dogs for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
Tbe rare sea elephants that a few’ months 
ago «ere purchased by the Pniladelphia 
Zoological Garden have all died. 
These 
animals, that are found on the islands 1. or­ 
dering on the Antarctic circle, are likely 
to soon become extinct. 
At Heard Island 
there is a regular fishery, carried on prin­ 
cipally by the English. 
The remains of an extinct fossil turtle, 
Protoiteya, have been discovered in the 
WeBt tiiat when alive mutt have had a 
spread from flipper to fl pper of over sev­ 
enteen feet. 
It was reuiarkablo as show­ 
ing characteristics in the adult that are 
those of the young of existing forms, an 
important missing link to the evolutionist. 
A sailor fish captured iu the Indian 
ocean was thirty feet in length, 
with a 
dorsal fin ten feet high, and previous to its 
capture the fin rushing along at the sur­ 
face was taken for the sail of a boat. 
The 
force of the blow that could be given by 
this monster was estimated to be equal to 
the discharge of a twenty-four pound how- 
itzor. 
The largest man-eater shark was caught 
in Australian w’aters—the Carojuirodon. It 
was thirty-six and a halt feet iu length ; 
its jaw now graces the cabinet of the Brit­ 
ish Museum. 
The largest shark ever cap­ 
tured on this coast was killed off Block 
Island. 
It was a pelagic form—a bone 
shark, and when hauled alongside a sixty 
ton schooner reached beyond the bow a<;d 
stern, being seventy feet in length. 
The United States boasts the only poi­ 
sonous lizard, t ie Hdodermn, a specimen of 
which was recently exhibited at the Cen­ 
tral Park /.jo. 
Experiments were tried 
with it at the ¡Smithsonian, and the scien­ 
tist who was bitten was dangerously affect­ 
ed, but was relieved by immediate atten­ 
tion. 
The saliva is found to be alkaline, 
and when injected into a pigeon caused 
death in nine minutes. They are frequently’ 
found in Montana lighting with snakes, 
alw ay s coming out victors. 
The fall migrations of birds are often 
marked by tragedy. 
During a fog it was 
estimated that over six hundred birds of 
various kinds recently struck the glass re­ 
flector of a light-bouse on the coast, the 
birds falling iu a perfect sbower at the 
base. 
This only occurs on hazy nights, 
when toe birds, confused and without 
bearing?, rush at the light. 
On many of 
the light-ships the decks are often strewn 
with feathers, while the lantern is dashed 
with the blood of the unfortunate victims.

learn th e num ber of d eliciou s soups, pu d­ 
d in gs and vegetab le d ish es th a t can be pre­ 
pared largely of it.

eggs and fresh vegetab les, w h ich ev ery far­ 
m er sh ou ld have, n ot on ly in abundance, 
but va riety , one can liv e m ost h ealth fu lly 
and d elicio u sly . T nose w ho u se m ilk , h o w ­ 
ever, sh ou ld be sure it com es from h ea lth y 
cow s, and th a t it is n ot con tam in ated w ith 
bad w ater.

ENGLISH AN’U AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS. 
It is reported that a syndicate of Ameri­ 
can capitalists have 
purchased several 
English newspapers to influence political 
measures here. W hat a God-send will this 
American investment become to the Eng­ 
lish prees if it only introduces into its man­ 
agement a modicum of American enterprise 
and vim. 
There is not a daily paper in 
London that could live a year in the 
United States, for they are all so insuffer 
ably dull that people there could not be 
hired to read them. I have often wondered 
why some adventurous Yankee has net 
come over long ere this, and established a 
great English paper on principles akin to 
those in vogue under the stars and stripes. 
But, of course, if the papers already in the 
field can be bought up and converted, that 
plan, being less ostentatious, would be 
preferable. 
It seems to me, too, that in 
this latest freak of American enterprise 
there is a suggestion of how, eventually, 
England might be converted to republi­ 
canism, and the United States of Great 
Britian be brought to join hands with our­ 
selves in the subversion, by like peaceable 
means, of all the effete monarchies of the 
Continent ; for is not the press tbe great 
moral engine that propels public opinion, 
and with that controlled universally by a 
syndicate of American capitalists, woul I

Possibly, too, our Hibernian 
fellow-citizens may see in this plan of pur­ 
chasing the English papers a new way of 
helping on their schemes with regard to 
Ireland. 
But the field opened up is so vast 
that I must leave it to those having more 
time and space at their disposal. 
THE DYNAMITE PLOTTING. 
The mention of the wrongs of Ireland 
brings to mind the prevailing dynamite 
scare, 
l'eop’.c in London imagine them­ 
selves to be walking on the crust of a vol­ 
cano. 
Everybody is surprised that some­ 
thing has not happened before this, but no 
one regards the three weeks of grace al­ 
lowed us since O'Donnell’s execution as 
any pledge of security for the future. 
It 
is looked upon rather as the c sln before 
the storm. 
Threatening letters are flying 
around in all directions, and the amusing 
feature of the case (if one may be pardoned 
for seeing anything fanny iu that which 
causes such wide-spread uneasiness) is that 
those to whom they arc sent whilst loudly 
declaring their conviction that tho threats 
are a boax, invariably act as though they 
believed they were going to be carried into 
execution. 
This may be a wise method of 
procedure, but a fellow cannot for the life 
of him help smiling when tho same thing 
is repeated day after day for three or four 
weeks. 
Tho truth is both the citizens and 
police are in a state ef alarm, and they are 
whistling simply to keep their courage up. 
In this respect Glasgow shakes hands with 
London, for the police there have positive 
information that, notwithstanding recent 
convictions, the dynamito organizations are 
still thriving and are plotting fresh mis­ 
chief.

TWENTY YEAR5 FROM HOME 


You came to California in 1852. 
You 
return home, for the first time, in 1872. 
Your home, in an K itt;rn State, is Doze- 
ville. 
For the last twenty years you have per­ 
sisted in regarding Dezeville as st 11 pos­ 
sessed of all the attractiveness it had for 
you in youth. 
Reflection told you it must 
have changed. 
People who had visited 
Dozeville and returned bore back gloomy 
stories of its dullness and monotony. Put 
you had not seen this. 
You could not real­ 
ize it. 
Thera was for you one Dozeville— 
young Dozeville—always young, because 
you saw it last in youth. 
In day-dreams, in river and bank claims, 
picking and shoveling up to the middle in 
mud, slum and w ater; by your cabin door 
smokiDg the evening pipe ; on the sterile 
ridges of Nevada prospecting for “ ledge,” 
you have, in imagination, many times vis­ 
ited Dozeville. 
You have shaken hands 
with ail its old citizens ; you have been, 
for a time, the newly-returned lion of the 
place. 
No matter that letter after letter 
told you how eires and grandeires and ma­ 
trons and blooming, bright-eyed school­ 
mates had dropped off, you would see 
yourself, ou the Sunday home at Dozeville, 
standing at the village church ; and with 
what congregation could you till it sava 
the one you had left. 
The dream is realized ; the continent is 
crossed, you stand bodily in Dozeville. 
None know of your coming. 
It is night; 
the train has stopped at the depot. 
The 
railroad has been extended to Dozeville 
since yon left. 
D. zcvillians were talking 
of building this road when you were a b »y. 
The “ branch” is thirty mileB in length. 
Old D z.'viliians liadlived and died talking 
of it. At last a brisk New York speculator 
came along, and in a few months the road 
was built 
There is a feeble effervescence about the 
Dozeville depot when the train stop's. Com­ 
pared with the roaring, hustling, crowding 
bustle of wide awake town, it is as the lan­ 
guid pop of a s*ale champagne bottle to 
the roar of a forty two pounder. You get a 
coach and ate driven toward the family 
residence. It is a sold, clear winter’s night. 
You look out ; the w'nd is r o a r i D g through 
the leafless sycamores ; every street has 
its old curve, every house is in its old place. 
You recognize them all, as though you had 
left hut yesterday ; yet a gloom seems to 
hang about them, for you realize now that 
you are not to meet this or that old neigh­ 
bor, whose daily coming and going from 
those gates seemed as unchangeable as the 
rising and setting of yonder moon. 
You 
have met your mother and sisters; you 
have almost been obliged to prove to them 
your identity. 
I: was a surpiriae, but not 
exaetly of ‘.lie quality you hail hoped for. 
They were hardly prepared to see a middle- 
aged man, worn by toil and exposure. The 
last photograph you sent home, ten years 
ago, implied still some appearance of 
youth. 
And after a few days, sometimes 
after a few hours, you make a discovery ; 
vou are not acquainted with your own 
mother and sisters. 
Twenty years is too 
long an absence, there is a great gap, a 
whole lifetime of incident and evct.t be­ 
tween you and them. 
You are bound to a 
thousand ('alii m ia sympathies and assooia- 
t ons of which they know nothing. 
You 
betray them every hour. 
You are continu­ 
ally proving, now that your are back at the 
old home, seated in the old arm-chair, and on 
the very carp, ; over which you tumbled in 
your babyhood, that three-fourths of your 
heart is back iu the land of geysers, griz­ 
zlies and g 11. 
The mother involuntarily 
sighs. 
This is not the boy’s heart that left 
her twenty years ago ; it ia a strange man’s 
heart, full" of hopes, fears, plana and re­ 
membrance unknown to her. 
It is a 
heart 
recast, 
remodeled. 
It 
was 
a 
beardless boy who left her—from the 
cradle to that last parting, she had known 
his whole life ; but this is a bearded man 
who has r turned, with dashes of gray in 
his hair with a different manner and a 
different voice. 
He brings with him the 
volume of twenty years of life, but she 
cannot read it all at once, lie shows, care­ 
lessly, a page here and there, but it is broken 
and fragc < ntary to her. Her eyes brighten 
when he speaks concerning some event of 
his childhood : there she is upon familiar 
ground—that seems a picture of her own 
son. 
Her», during your entire absence, 
has been the quiet life at Dozeville, not 
making half a dozen new acquaintances ; 
you have made hundreds in the same time, 
and you briDg them all home with you. 
Tlier-' is a younger sister ia the house. 
She has held a dim recollection of you ; all 
her life she has longed to Bee the mys­ 
terious brother in 
California, 
who 
is 
alwais wr ting home that he is on the eve 
of making a fortune. 
She has painted an 
ideal of him in her mind, and often 
touched up the picture with many j>erfec- 
t'.ms. 
And this—you, are the reality. 
She will not, to herself, own any disap­ 
pointment ; but she did suppose him a dif­ 
ferent appearing man. 
In a crowd he is 


D o t the very ia; I man she would have sin- 
gltd out for her brother, but he would not 
have been the first. 
The moroiug after your arrival you be­ 
hold Dozeville by daylight. 
It is very 
much tlo: same as when you le ft; woods, 
fences on 1 c rner posts all in their old 
places ; the vacant lots, fenced in and not 
built upon when you left, are still fenced in 
and vacant. 
A few veteran trees upon the 
ma'n street have disappeared. 
Six new 
houses in twenty y a rs : 
One church has 
been m vtd fr ni .ts former location. Con­ 
sequent on the ehan_e there was great dis­ 
satisfaction u.i ng the congregation ; a part 
seceded m i j 'inc.l another denomination. 
It was all the work of a new minister, who 
had a mania for moving churches wherever 
he settled. 
luis ocurre,1 
veil years ago ; 
you hear all about it before being in l> ize- 
ville three days. 
1’ue unpleasantness has 
not lost its ti.-t luster; they pickle old 
contentions in 1» ziville, and so keep them 
ready for use iu winter, when things are 
dull'and the branch road snowed up. 
Dozeville and. the surrounding territory 
seem t 1 h .ve snrunk, 
I'he day journeys 
of votir youth to I. mg Beach and Big 
Pond have dwindie 1 to mere morning 
strolls. 
1 or years, in the mines, did you

community, now in that, composed of 
keen, ebarp, clever men, gathered from 
the ends of the eaita ; witnessing their 
gradual dispersion and dropping away— 
some to new fields, some to the grave :

through all this, William Barnes has clung 
to Dozeville, and Dozeville has clung to 
him, and he has kept stationary. 
“ Samuel Seoy, attorney at law 
an­ 
other old playmate. 
Samuel Scoy was a 
very troublesome boy in the neighborhood. 
He does well to practice law now, for be 
was always breaking it in his y oath. 
He 
was your partner in ringing door-b:lls, 
changing signs and robbing melon patches. 
He is now a Bober man of family. 
Y our 
conversation with Samuel Scoy part ikes 
not of the easy, hilarious nature of former 
days ; somehow you cannot find the scape­ 
grace of old. 
The Satan in him seems to 
have entirely died oat. 
But the door 
opens and an elegant woman enters. 
Sam 
Scoy—no, Samuel Scoy, Eiq., attorney at 
law—introduces yon to his eldest daugh­ 
ter. 
W hy are you surprised ? Y ou might 
have known this. 
Sam Scoy was married 
before you left home. 
Tnis is Samuel 
Scoy, attorney at law, with whiskers in­ 
clined to gray and a manner rather stern 
and severe ; and this is his daughter. Y ou 
are old enough to be the father of that self­ 
possessed, elegant young woman. 
You 
never thought of that before ; yet were 
she to visit Coyote Camp, you and half a 
dozen other middle-aged bachelors would 
be ordering new suits from the “ Bay.’ 
W hat a steady old worker is Time ! 
Tad­ 
poles will grow to frogs ; infants will de­ 
velop into elegant women. 
And this is 
Miss Scoy, the daughter of Sam Scoy, 
whom old Tom Bangs once gathered up by 
the coat-collar and the baggy portion of 
his pantaloons and chucked oil the end of 
Little Neck wharf for tampering with his 
eel-pots ; and you nearly old enough to be 
a grandfather. 
Now you begin to feel 
your years. 
You are invited ta a Dozeville evening 
party.

But Bill Barnes and 
Sam Scoy are not there. 
They renounced 
such parties years and years ago—they are 
old men. 
They would as soon be caught 
playing marbles on the sidewalk. 
You 
nrepaie to go, and attire yourself with all 
the scrupulousness, 
the 
care and the 
anxiety of youth. 
Y ou go, and tied your­ 
self a worn, out-of-place, aged bovine, 
amid a crowd of calves. 
The young ladies 
Misses Scoy and Baines—charming olive 
branches of your school-fellows, survey 
vou curiously. 
They have often heard 
their parents speak of you. 
You were 
young and gay along with their sires. 
That period, by the glass in which they 
survey fife, was ages and ages ago—coeval 
with the American Revolution ; or the Dis­ 
covery of America, or the Flood.

When last you sat 
here another and older minister preached a 
farewell and admonitory sermon to the com­ 
pany of young men bound for California. 
They sat together iu that pew yonder. 
They were to return in five years, at least, 
with much gold. 
All had sweethearts, and 
those sweethearts expected at the expira­ 
tion of those five years to become wives. 
Most of them sit in tho choir. 
Some of 
their daughters sing iu the choir to-day. 
Rut the fathers of those young songstresses 
never went to California and forget the 
pastor’s admonitory seraion while they 
mined, and traded, and drank and gam­ 
bled, and fought, and talked a language 
half Mexican half English, and ran fur 
office, and died violent deaths or were 
elected to magnificent shrievalties worth 
S'20,000 per annum, and learned to bake 
their own break «nd cook their own be3ns 
auu wash their own clothe3. 
They never 
“ made their piles ” in the dry diggings and 
to3t them in turning the bed of the river, or 
were “ broke,” “ strapped” or “ panned out” 
at faro; then made more piles to be “ broke,” 
“ strapped” or “ panned out ’at monte. They 
never went to Kern river. Gold Bluffs, 
Frazer, Colorado, Montana or Nevada, 
i They rtmaineu at home ; 
and when those 
| live years were up they married the girls, 
wearied of waiting for the California ad­ 
venturers, but few of whom ever returned, 
i and those who did brought back sad tales 
! of many who remained. 
Thomas Spring 
was a bartender, William Dimple a inulc- 
driver, Jeremiah Goodboy a confirmed 
gambler, and it was whispered that Isaiah 
Sweetbriar, the Deacon’s son, bad been 
hanged in the southern mines fur stealing 
a mule. 
So the girls became Mrs. Barnes 
and Scoy, instead of Goodboy ami Sweet- 
briar. 
All these memories come crowding 
thickly upon you, as you look on the pew 
where the young men bound for California 
sat t venty years ago. 
Are not I Gzevil- 
lian9 impres» i also by these remembrances 
on comin,, here every Sunday ? No: the 
change has been gradual for them. 
They 
are not lookiug now over the wide and 
freshly-cut gap of twenty years. 
They 
are thinking of their diners 
of M onday’s 
w ashing-of the forthcoming festival fur 
raising funds to repaint the steeple ! What 
a lofty steeple that was once I Now the 
vane reaches up to the first limb of the 
right hand “ Sentinel ” at the Big Tree 
I Grove, 
Some of the Duzevil'.ians hold but a dim 
remembrance of California’s grand opening 
day—the rush and gold fever of 1840 : yet 
vessels, twenty three years ago, carrying 
away the pick of the young men, sailed 
directly from Dozeville to San Francisco 
But other and greater events have since 
transpired. 
California, ta many of tr.ese 
D zevillians, is almost the California of 
thirty years ago—a land remote and un­ 
known. 
Some of them scarcely know the 
i existence of the Yoseznite valley or the big 
I trees. Y’ou are disgusted. Worse than th is; 
I some of them have quite forget :en certain 
of the young men, born aud bred in IX zs- 
ville, longresident in CaFfornia. Y ou speak 
of Tom Travers, who was a “ Dozeville boy." 
Half of California knows Tom Travers. 
Here are mtu in Dozeville who shake their 
: heads feebly at mention o: Tom Travers. 


“ Why, Uncle Abraham Travers' son, d c x : 
to the oldest,” say you. “ Well, ’pears as if 
1 do remember something cf him.” 
And 
then they stop, for they are hardly o r- 
tain 
whether they do or not. 
It is 
not strange.

Delicious chocolate drops are made by 
meltin'; the chocolite and dipping little 
pieces of pineapple in i t ; canned pineap­ 
ple will of coarse answer. 
If crease or oil is spilled on the carpet, 
sprinkle flour or fine meal over the spot as 
soon as possible, let it 1 e for several hours 
and it will absorb the grease. 
A nice way to prepare potatoes for sup­ 
per is to take col 1 mashed potatoes, roll 
out with flour scattc-ed on the kneading- 
board, and cut in cakes with a cooky cut 
ter ; wet them over with the white of an 
egg and hake them until light brown. 
Another pretty way to put up cards for 
ornament iu cue’s own room is to take two i 
light and slender canes and cross them, | 
lie them together with ribbons and put a 
bow at each end. lettiDg one baud of trie 
ribbon go across from one end to the other 
—through tiiis slip the cards. 
l’lllow-shams, in accordance with the 
new fashion of having colors in bed furni­ 
ture, are made with a square of blue, red 
or pink satin, edged with a wide lace in­ 
sertion, a narrow strip of satin, and an 
outer border of lace four or live inches 
wide. 
The satin center may be either 
painted or embroidered. 
A useful and even tasteful cover fur 
the marble slab of the sideboard is made 
of a strip of canton tlanuel just the width 
of the slab. 
It should be long enough ta 
hang over at the ends four or five inches. 
Trim the edaes with white or colered ball 
fringe, and, if you wish, a row of Kate 
Greenaway figures may be outlined at each 
end. 
Line the flannel with firm whits 
cotton cloth or with turkey-red calico. 
A delicious pudding made of grated ap­ 
ples is especially enjoyed if the apples are 
tart and of good flavor. 
Grate the ap­ 
ples after peeling them, weigh them after 
grating, and put with them an equal 
quantity of white sngar. 
To about ten 
ounces of apples and sugar allow four 
well beaten eggs, the rinil of one lemon 
and the juice of two. 
Line a shallow pud­ 
ding dish with rich paste, put in the ap­ 
ples, etc., and bake for half an hour in a 
hot oven. 
A sauce of cream adds a truch 
of unequalled goodness, but it is very nice 
without. 
A t this time of the year orange cakes 
are in order, and to make them take two 
cupfuls of sugar, a small half cupful of 
butter, two cupfuls of flour, half a cupful 
of water, the yolks of five eggs and whites 
of four, half a te&spoonful of soda, a tea­ 
spoonful if cream of tartar, the rind cf 
one orange and the juice of one and a half. 
Beat the butter to a cream. 
Add the su­ 
gar gradually, then the orange, the eggs 
well beaten, the water and the flour, in 
which the soda and cream of tartar have 
been .veil mixed. 
Bake in sheets for 
twenty-five minutes in a moderate oven, 
and when 
coll 
frost. 
Frosting — the 
white of an egg, the juice of one and a 
half oranges and the grated rind of one, 
one cupflul and a half of powdered sugar, 
unless the egg and oranges are very large, 
in which case use two cupfuls.

We have in London many art­ 
ists whose business it is to give to birds 
liner feathers than nature has allowed them, 
and we have now a counterpart in flowers. 

Nesbit, a distinguished botanist, has 
found that by simply soaking the stems of 
cut flowers in a w iakdye solution, their 
color cau be altered at will, without the 
perfume or 
freshness being destroyed. 
Most beautiful effects are produced by pre­ 
pared lakes. 
Singular to say, flowers re­ 
fuse to abeord certain colors, while they 
dispose of other» in different manners. 
If 
placed in a mixed solution they make a 
complete analysis, and some lilies which 
had been treated with purple showed dis­ 
tinct red and blue veins, the colors having 
been divided in the process of absorption.

N a t io n a l M u s e u m 
o f E n t o m o l o u y . — 
Professor C. V. Riley, the entomologist of 
the Department of Agriculture, has de­ 
posited with the Smithsonian Institution bis 
own private collection of insects, with the 
idea of using it as a nucleus for the devel­ 
opment of a collection iitting the dignity 
of a national museum. 
The collection de­ 
posited comprises some 30,000 species and 
upward of 150,000 specimens of all orders. 
Tne most imjx.rtaut addition to the Insti­ 
tution has been Mr. Ridgway’s private col­ 
lection of American birds, containing 2,302 
specimens of 77S species, especially im­ 
portant because the specimens have been 
selected in field to illustrate variations of 
color and form due to age, sex and geo­

T e m f e r a t u iI e o f t h e Sun —In a re­ 
cent lecture on solar physics, st the Royal 
Institution, Sir Win. Shmcns gave his rea­ 
sons for setting the t mperature of the 
photo.spliL-rc of the suu at ah ut 2 800 de- 
grecs C , instead of about 10,000 degrees, 
where Roeetti aud other late investigators 
put it. 
lie agrees, in this lower estimate, 
with Violle, St. Clair, Deville aud Sir Wm. 
Thompson, and thinks the solar tempera­ 
ture cannct much, if at all, exceed that of 
the most powerful electric arcs. 
He recog. 
nizes fully the fact that a temperature 
higher than 3,000 degrees C. wonld be ab­ 
solutely conclusive against his theory that 
the soLr heat is due to the recombination 
or burning of compound gases at the sur­ 
face of the sun. 
He bases his estimate of 
the solar temperature upon three founda­ 
tions : First, the behavior of a carbon rod 
aud a small gas llame in the focus oi a re­ 
Hector expored to the run ; second, on a 
comparison between the spectra of various 
lights—for instance, the Argand burner, an 
incandescent lamp, the electric arc, and 
the sun itself, as observed by Langley on 
Ylount W hitney; third, upon experiments 
on the relation between radiating power, 
made by means of a long platinum wire 
heated by an electric current.

ING A WONOESFUL COUNTRY. 


The development of tie rich and pop­ 
ulous valley of the f ingr., in Central 
Africa, is being accomplished mainly by 
* ie

African 
Association. 
Tne chief interest the Uait.-d States ba3 in 
it is, as [’resident A rt or advised tn his 
message, the u iuteuan :e of the neutrality 
of trio valley free front tbu ilominat on ol 
a u y o n e p u u e r foreton to it. 
Portugal ie 
asserting seme 1 .ssilizcd maim to the coun­ 
try, and h en ce it is th at the Associatiun, 
which has ■ -sinus from ami treaties with 
the native chiefs and th eir tribes, appeals 
to the civilized nations to guarantee the 
independence of the t ’ongo country. 
In the year. 14S4 a Portuguese ship en­ 


te re d the n i.iu.il of th e l ongo. Her Captain 
drove a stake on t ie shore ami claimed tor 
his country th« right oi dominion. 
l!e- 
yond the promulgation of a Papal bull, 
the encouragement of the slave trade and 
a feeble attem pt to ascend the river, the 
Portuguese claim was never made good by 
occupancy 
r aelf-iuvestment w ith any 
of the regalia of civilizing acts. 
Portugal, 
as we nave said, still claims sovereignty 
over the valley of the Punco, but it has 
been disputed unceasingly, and wtll not be 
recognized bv the powers, which treat its 
foundation 
as a m vth and the super­ 
structure as a sham. 
T he real discovery an ! exploration of 
tne river v .j, ma le by those who operated 
la the interest of no -me nationality. 
The 
river is the largest stream cf western Af­ 
rica fouth of the Xi-gcr. 
To the natives it 
is known as ‘‘ Mott; 
iboxa 7tlit” or “ tor 
great river t at a b to r s ad other rivers. 
I t enters the A tlantic near latitude ti 
south, longitude 10 ¡10 east. 
It is from 
seven to ten mil-a wide, and over 100 
fathoms deep a', in m onth. 
In no ¡dace 
in ail its known length is it less than one 
mile in width. 
It drains a water shed of 
no leS3 than >00,000 square miles. 
Tr.is 
immense artery of equatorial Africa dis­ 
charges a volume of water greater than the 
Mississippi, and traverses a region richer 
in natural wealth and more ready to pour 
its treasures forth t!.v:i any land upon the 
face of the g lo b e . 
The producía of the Congo basin, pene­ 
trated by as marvelous a river as ever ro­ 
maneo pictured, are mainly copper, iron, 
gold, 
ivory, 
gums, paint oil, rcsamutn, 
pepper, skin-», nutmegs, spices and india 
rubber, the tree which furnishes it grow­ 
ing rank along the river. 
Its clim ate and 
soil make it the home for cotton and cctlee. 
I t is said th at anything th at will grow at 
all will here fl rurish luxuriantly. 
The 
President of the American < ¡eographical 
Society, Judge Daly, some time since, on 
being asked his opinion concerning the 
richness of the valley of the Congo, replied 
th at he ft It V y much as a gentleman 
m ight who in 1020 would have sought to 
impre a people with the imp T tar.ee of a 
settlem ent w iiich had juft been established 
la the wilds of N orth America at a place 
called Plym outh. 
If th at gentleman had 
ventured to predict th at w ithin two and a 
half centuries th at settlem ent would have 
expanded into a nation of fifty million in­ 
habitants he would have been regarded as 
a candidate for an Institution then ju-t 
opened in I/indon and known as I odium. 
T he possibilities which m ight come from 
th e opening to commerce of the rich valley 
of the Congo were so great th at if anything 
he should say was wild and extravagant 
he would have to ask his friends present to 
ri 
nber the precedent he had quoted. 
i 
itral Africa, up to a period w ithin a 
q 
er of a century, was a blank, but now 
i 
own to embrace sections, of which the 
C 
i basin is the chief, marvelously rich 
in natural products, densely populated, 
and offering for our 
trade advantages 
th a t have scarcely been equaled in onr 
hbfcory. 
The K ’lig of Belgium is a distin­ 


guished geographer and an ardent friend of 
exploration. 
He established, in 1870, the 
International African Association, com­ 
posed of men of all civilized nations, and 
about th at tim e it developed, through the 
explorations of 
Stanley, th at the great 
river Livingstone discovered was the upper 
Congo, and thus it was ascertained th at it 
was possible to penetrate the interior from 
the sea by large steamers. 
In the work of 
the Association the kingly geographer has 
now expended over 8300,000 in the devel­ 
opment of the valley of the Congo and the 
preservation of its neutrality. 
For several 
years this work of exploration, settlem ent 
aDd development has been sustained by his 
purse—indeed there are few, if any, records 
of a brcader philanthropy and humanitari- 
anlstn among sovereigns than th at to be 
credited to Leopold ; for his work has all 
been unselfish, and in the interests of hu­ 
m anity, commerce and civilization. 
The Association referred to, and the blue 
1 flag and golden atar which we are now 
asked to rc-cognize and aid, has already es­ 
tablished on the river tw enty-tw o trading 
stations, and enjoya broad rights ana priv­ 
ileges granted by the chiefs of independent 
territories of Central Africa. 
They are 
“ the nuclei of States ’’ to which President 
A rthur referred in ki3 message. 
They are 
governed by the Association and by Am er­ 
ican otticers largely, and under tem porary 
regulations modeled after those of the Ile- 
piublic of the U nited States. These trading 
stations occupy positions extending G69 
miles up the river, and are in the heart of 
a population of 50,000,000 of people ac­ 
cording to Stanley’s estim ate, all of whom, 
aa he puts it, “ are thirsting for trad e,” 
and are the “ keenest trad e rs” be ever 
m et or heard of. 
The section tributary to the trade of the 
river, and the business of which its com­ 
merce will absorb, is a vast region, extend­ 
ing, says Mr. Stai 1-y, across thirteen de­ 
grees of longitude and fourteen degrees of 
latitude. 
The native tribes are now all 
sincerely friendly to European and Ameri­ 
can ingress. The slave trade has been mostly 
broken up, much to the disgust of the 
Portuguese, who found the C rngo basin 
chiefly useful for carrying cn this nefa­ 
rious business. 
The natives now flock 
to the stations of the Association for 
trade and protection, and are constantly 
presenting new evidences of the wealth 
and resources of their land, 
lu to this 
country 
vast 
quantities 
of 
American 
products ehould flow. 
Already it ie m ak­ 
ing upon us a very heavy demand for u n ­ 
bleached cottons and prints, which the vast 
population of the tasin eagerly seeks. It is 
not improbable th at under proper recogni­ 
tion ot the flag of the Association, fleets 
loaded w ith American m anufactures will 
he constantly moving tow ard the Congo. 
The trade of the Dutch has been of a put­ 
tering kind ; England has been in advance 
of America in trade thus far. but the in­ 
dependency of the Congo valley will assure 
us CDtry into the free field of commercial 
cornptCtion, and the rem it m ust be our 
trade supremacy. 
The work of the International Associa­ 
tion is represented by neatly all the civil­ 
ized Powers, and in all the great nations 
there are branches, ; th at of the U nited 
States has its headquarters at Baltimore, 
and Mr. Latrobe, of the African Coloniza­ 
tion Society, is its 1’resident. 
The aim of 
the Society is, as we have said, not in the 
interest of any one nationality. 
I t invites 
the commerce of the w orld to enter the 
country ; is extending civilization : sup­ 
pressing the rem nants cf the slave trade, 
and opening up the mineral and other pro­ 
ductive wealth of the region. 
The Gov­ 
ernment of the U nited States is invited to 
send to the Congo an accredited agent to 
counsel with the Association for the adop­ 
tion of m easurts tor free American com­ 
mercial intercourse, the security of the 
rights oi Americans who enter tee country 
and the free navigation of tite river. 
¡'nú Chamber of Cjm tnerce oi New 5 ork 
has unanimously adopted the views of 
President A rthur, and urges Ccngrtsa to 
be prom pt in availing of the rich oppor­ 
tunities olfered, and which the more ardent 
believe will stim ulate greater activity in 
trade than has been known since trie dis­ 
covery of gold in California. 
There is still some diliiculty regarding 
the political control of the country. P ortu­ 
gal ha4 not ceased to press the claim of 
sovereignty, nor have t ie British failed 
until 1 >>2 to re-oat it. 
In tiiat year an 
offer to treat was m ale on the part of 
Portugal, and 
notw ithstanding th at a 
treaty would mean a continuation by 
Portugal t i the horrors oi slave trade, 
English diplom ats gave heed to the sug. 
gestión, which last year brought forth so 
vigorous a piotest from the English people 
who will not countenance slavery and are so 
jealous cf the slightest encroachment upon 
their African trade, th at it is not probable 
anv compact will be made, or that auj in­ 
terference w ith the independency and neu­ 
trality oi the country will be attem pted. 
II iwever, the b.iief obtains in several 
quarters that England is secretly com­ 
pounding w ith Portugal by which the two 
expt ct M obtain control of the country. 
But it is r.ot thinkable th at it 
will be 
a mitted bj other nations to be tolerable 
th at any nat.on sha’ii exercise sovereignty 
ever the basia of the Congo. 
The latest contribution to the literature 
of the suH eet is by .Sir Travers Twiss, a 
distinguished jurist and student of rnter- 
national iaw. 
lie points out th at while a 
num ber of countries have posts in this rich 
and ext naive rtgion, and the comity of 
nations and a common interest have thus 
far conserved the peace and prosperity of 
alt, there is no law ».,r sufficient authority 
over the country at tnere m ust be. 
There 
must be a Government. 
H e advises the 
S ta J'so f Europe and A m triea to concert 
amongst them seiw e measures to prevent 
the great work of opening the country 
from suffering shipwreck 
through any 
rivalry or dissensions among toe whites 
themselves, 
To merely neutralize the 
river will uot do, for th at shuts out ships of 
war of ail States, when it may be much de­ 
sired to have them enter “ to enforce pol'ce 
authority, and m aintain discipline over the 
natives.” 
Their absence would prove an 
encouragement to the piratical tribes at the 
m outh of the river. 
W hat he suggests 
appears to lie wist ; the creation by the 
great powers of the world of an Interna­ 
tion < ammttsion and protectorate, which 
shall not recognize the claim of Portugal to 
sovereignty. 
S.ngie 8ta:e protectorates 
arc a common meaus of establishing a 
“ veiled sovereignty, and making the pro­ 
tected a dependency of the protecting 
S tate.”

There is a wide, broad and significant 
divergance of opinion in the Democratic 
party. 
No intelligent citizen who has ob­ 
served recent events can doubt any longer 
th at the larger part of the Democracy is 
opposed to the civil service reform meas­ 
ures.

Hence we find him expressing the 
belief th at the “ Augean sta b le ” of Re­ 
publican corruption cannot be cleaned out 
w ith the “ toothbrush ” of civil service re­ 
form. 
He believes th at a Democratic 
President should have power to turn out 
104.000 Republican office-holders and put in 
104.000 Democrats, and to bring about this 
consummation is, in his opinion, reason 
enough lor the election of a Democratic 
President. 
The first Democratic paper to warn Mr. 
Payne th at this kind of pleading would 
not do was the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
The lesson M r. W aterson reads Mr. Payne 
on the proper course to pursue in the Eext 
campaign is a stinging rebuke. 
N ext in 
the fist comes the W ashington Post, a 
Democratic organ of adm itted ability and 
authority, and the party loyalty of which 
no well-informed Democrat will question.

service reform will injure the party. 
It 
declares th at “ to the politicians it may be 
a question of office and office-holders ; to 
the people it is a m atter of deliberate Gov­ 
ernm ent reform. 
The people demand re­ 
form in the civil service, reform in the 
tariff, reform in the internal revenue sys­ 
tem, reform in our foreign relations and 
reform in the direct adm inistration oi the 
Government at W ashington. 
The differ­ 
ence between a Democratic spoilsman and 
a Republican spoilentan in the W nite House 
is a question in which the honest voter 
takes no further interest than is expressed 
in a general desire to prevent unnecessary 
change. 
If the doctrine, ‘ to the victor 
belong the spoils,’ is to be the Democratic 
watchword in the year of grace 1S84, the 
party no more deserves Bttccess than it will 
be able to attain it.” 
Tnis is rem arkable language, ami more 
clearly 
than 
anything yet 
presented, 
shows the broad rent in the party, on one 
side of which stand Democrats honestly in 
favor of economy and civil service reform, 
and on the other side of which are ar­ 
ranged the partisans who look upon gov­ 
ernm ental offices as mere means for re­ 
wards, and governmental trusts as mere 
aids to party advancement. 
B ut there are Democratic Congressmen 
quite as blunt and outspoken as Mr. Payne. 
One Mr. Shaxv has introduced a bill to re­ 
peal the civil service law, and tell« a W ash­ 
ington correspondent th at he has done so 
because “ the civil service is in ly tom ­ 
foolery, nonsense and interference with 
the rights of the dom inant party.” 
lie 
added th at the law’ will keep an army of 
office-holders in power, who, " when we 
come into power, will play hide-and-seek 
w ith us and keep our fellows out of their 
rights.” 
There is a spiee of humor th at is 
irresistible in his further remarks : “ If it 
prevents our fellows from getting in, it is 
bad enough, and I am against it on general 
principles. 
I want to get our fellows in 
and get this law out of the way. 
It is 
contrary to the spirit of our in stitu tio n s/’ 
A nother Congressman, Mr. Clay, is more 
discreet, but bis purpose is the same. 
His 
bill is for a repeal also ; but he veneers his 
position w ith a thin disguise by saying 
th at he is not opposed to civil service re­ 
form. 
Oh, no ; he favors it ; hut you see 
in its demands for m athem atical know ledge 
and all that, for a mere clerk, the bill 
is absurd. “ W hy,’1 he added, “ I doubt if 
the average Congressman could pass the 
exam ination.” 
Probably not. 


IN JE C IIN G 
NEW 
IDEAS 
INTO 
THE 
SCHi 0L 
SYSTEM. 


There has been a proposition for some 
time debated before the Board of Edu­ 
cation of San Francisco 't o require the 
teaching to all girls in the prim ary grades 
the “ housewifely arts of knitting, sewing 
and darning.” 
The scheme should be 
killed off. 
I t is off a piece with the plan 
to teach boys in schools carpentcry, teleg­ 
raphy, printing, cabinetm aking, bootlitting 
and other specific trades, instead of gen­ 
eral manual training, which is a very differ­ 
ent thing. 
The Bcheme of common school 
m aintenance cannot be preserved if all 
these new-fangled ideas are injected into it. 
Teachers in prim ary grades cannot give 
the attention to prim ary instruction neces’ 
sary if they are to devote any part of their 
tim e to teaching th a t which the child 
should learn at home. 
In the primary 
grades the foundation for a practical edu­ 
cation is to be laid, 
It is of the highest 
importance th at the beginners should be 
well and thoroughly taught in the rudi­ 
ments. 
Tne m atter of reading, w riting 
aud the-elem ental principles of numbers, 
etc., snould engage the whole attention of 
the teacher of beginners. 
In this depart­ 
ment there should be applied the best 
teaching ability. 
The laws of this S u te 
contem plate it, when they require th at 
the nighest salaries shall be paid to teach­ 
ers in the lowest primary 
grades. 
The 
idea is to bring to the instruction of small 
children the best possible teaching ability. 
Yi>t this law is cooly ignored, and we have 
not learned th at it is observed in a single 
county in the State. 
U nquestionably it is 
a wise law, and should be respected. 
The 
good effect of it, if enforced, would be 
very soon manifest. 
It is not to 
be 
denied th at the vocation of teaching of in­ 
tellectual branches does not embrace the 
art of needlework : it is rare indeed that 
there is such a combination of qualities as 
will fit the teacher for both duties, even if 
it can be shown to be desirable to intro­ 
duce the new idea into the schools. 
The 
disposition to foist upon the schools more 
and more of the duties cf parents, is be­ 
coming dangerous alike to the educational 
system and the home economy. 


OKLAHOMA 
PAYNE. 


There are tw o things apparantly irre­ 
pressible, Oklahoma l ’ayneand the McGar- 
rahan claim. 
The outrageous effrontery 
of the latter will defeat it in time, and its 
abstract and general injustice will bring it 
to a woeful end. 
The cool and brazen pre­ 
tensions of the former, aDd the piratical 
nature of his enterprise, should work a 
like result in l'ayne s case. 
But unfortu­ 
nately for human nature, and fortunately

The apportionm ent cf the sum is to be 
made by one of the departm ents of the 
army under direction of the Secre-tary of 
W ar on the basis of the representation of 
the States in Congress, 500 enrolled men 
to be the maximum allowed for each Con­ 
gressman in making the calculations.

“ Uneasy lies the head that wears the crown.' 
Id the R e c o rd -U n io n of this m orning ap­ 
pears an article copied from an Oakland 
paper, which article purports to be a copy of 
a circular issued from the G rand O rient of 
San Francisco, by the active and honorary 
Inspectors G eneral of the 331 degree, A n­ 
cient and Accepted Scottish R ite of F ree­ 
m asonry cf the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
U nited States, to M asons of Sacram ento and 
vicinity. 
A careful exam ination of the ar­ 
ticle in the paper w ith the original circular, 
r -veals th9 fact th a t typDgraphical errors 
which appear in two instances in the circular 
in the initials of the nam e of a high official 
cf the Order, not a resident of this coast, are 
corrected in the paper. 
I t is therefore be­ 
lieved th at a corrected copy of the circular 
was furnished to the paper for publication, 
else the proof-reader for the Oakland Yidctte 
is well up in the “ ineffable degrees.” 
W e deprecate the necessity of giving pub­ 
licity to M asonic affairs, and would gladly 
have avoidea newspaper controversy, but 
when Buch im putations as “ obtaining money 
under false pretenses,” and practicing “ a 
dangerous fraud,” are thus publicly cast up n 
persons who are noting in good faith, and who 
have reliable statistics to substantiate and 
justify their every word and act, justice de­ 
m ands a refutation of such 
vituperative 
denunciations and a vindication of the right. 
The Suprem e Council, T hirty-third Degree, 
of the A ucient and Accepted R ite of the 
U nited Slates, their Territories an«i depen­ 
dencies, under which the new organization in 
this city will be established, is not, as this 
would-be “ red le tte r' indicates, a “ fountain 
of M asonic fraud ;” it Í3 a regular and legiti­ 
m ate body, established in 1S07, u u d tr patent 
of powers from the G rand East of Francp, 
and has had an uninterrupted existence of 
over seventy years. 
It was early recognized 
by the prom inent bodies of tne R ite in 
foreign countries, t«*>o num erous to be m en­ 
tioned here, and which recognition has never 
been w ithdraw n. 
An organization under its 
jurisdiction existed in San Francisco years 
before the resuscitation of tha one under 
which this dictatorial docum ent is issued. 
H enry L Palm er, the Com m ander of the

P ike’s cre­ 
dentials, to tee how regular they appear, and 
draw a conclusion as to the solidity of the 
foundation upon which he stands.

quote- his own words, by giving an extract

(Southern jurisdiction) at its inception gave 
the law of the iit» in the constitutions of 
Frederick the Second, K ing of Prussia, pur­ 
porting to have been draw n by him at a 
special Convocation at B erlir, M ay 1, 1786.

10, 1861, from which we give the following 
excerpts :

twenty-five to thirty-three degrees the sys­

I high degrees in a Suprem e Council 
held at B -riirq and which have often been the 
subject i f critical exam ination in consequence 
of the doubts of their authenticity which 
have always b en uttered. 
“ Klosa attends to this t-ulj ct in a long 
exam ination in his * H istory of Freem asonry 
iu F ra n ce’ (page 409), and stam ps the con­ 
- i:u ti *ns and statutes of the A ncient and 
A 
epted R ite as ‘ he grand lia «>f the O rder.’ 
“ As harsh a* this judgm ent m ay appear at 
a first glance, the Directory of the G rand 
L-dge of the T hree Globes, atler repeated 
res arches in the archives, cannot help sus- 
tu n in g it, by declaring the constitutions en­ 
tirely falte, becam e: 
“ K ing Frederick the G reat attended to 
M a- <nic alf ur* for «*nlyseven years (fr*»m his 
initiation in 1738 to 1744), and was never en­ 
gaged in them afterw ards.”

Frederick the G reat had convoked on the 1st 
of M ay, 1786, iu Ins residence at B erlir, a 
G rand Council for regulating the high de­ 
grees.

THE 
RAILROAD 
BOND INTEREST CASE. 


Y esterday afternoon the cases of The Bank 
of California vs. J . P. Dunn, Controller, and 
the same plaintiff against W . A . Jan u ary , 
S tate Treasurer, upon an application for a 
w rit of m andate to compel the paym ent of 
the thirty-ninth installm ent of interest due 
upon bonds issued under the A ct of 1864, 
cam e up for hearing before H on. J . W . A rm ­ 
strong, Superior Judge. 
Judge A rm strong 
announced th a t it would have been more 
satisfactory, owing to the im portant nature 
of the case, to have the C ourt sit in bank, 
but Judge M cFarland was yet too ill to sit 
upon the bench. 
If counsel desired, the case 
could be continued, so th a t both Judges 
m ight pass upon the cases. 
Counsel on both 
sides—S. W . Sanderson and S. C. Denson 
for the petitioners, and J . H . M cK une and 
\V. W . Foote for defense—announced them ­ 
selves satisfied to proceed, w ith Judge A rm ­ 
strong to preside. 
The first step taken wa» a form al order of 
the C ourt striking from the files of the C ourt 
the dem urrer interposed, there beiDg no such 
procedure known to the practice under the 
application fur a w rit of m andate ; but with 
the privilege to defendants to present an an 
awer. 
Counsel for defense took an exception 
to the ruling of the Court. 
A n answer iu 
each case was then filed. 
T hen came a m o­ 
tion of defense to quash the alternate w rit of 
m andate, alleging iu substance the same 
grounds offered upon the dem urrer. 
Follow ­ 
ing this were motions of petitioner in each 
case for a judgm ent, and the issuance of 
the w rit prayed for, based upon the plead­ 
ings alone—th at is, the petition and answer, 
as they appeared before the Court. 
A t this juncture there was some discussion 
as to the proper m anner of disposing of the re­ 
spective motions. 
The C ourt suggested to 
c mnsel upon both sides to present the case 
fully 
and 
fairly, 
and 
th at 
he 
would 
not perm it any more technical m atters or 
questions to affect hi? judgm ent in the case, 
b u t proposed to hear and determ ine the 
whole subject m atter, upon the m erits, both 
upon legal points and questions of fact. 
A t this point Judge Denson proceeded to 
open the argum ent for petitioners, anc after 
stating the several grounds of the motion for 
judgm ent upon tne pleadings, read each 
several clause in the answer, and co m m u ted 
uoon the same as he proceeded. 
I t was 
claim ed th a t nearly every allegation in the 
answer sim ply raised questions of law, which 
are disclosed by the provisions of the A ct of 
1864, and th at the other averm ents which 
were intended to present issues of fact did 
not in fact do so. 
The answer denied th at 
the petitioner was the owner cf the coupon 
alleged iu the com plaint, but did not deny 
th a t it was the holder. 
This was claimed did 
not am ount to a denial. 
The answer sets up 
various grounds, and allrges in some of the 
term s of the A ct of 1864 th at the railroad 
com pany had faile 1 to convey a certain half 
section of land which the A ct described, and 
therefore had broken the contract. 
To this 
counsel argued there could be no advantage 
taken by defecee, as it appeared by the Act 
th at the G eneral G overnm ent had already 
granted a vested right to 
another, 
ren­ 
dering 
impossible to 
com ply 
w ith the 
provision, which was at the most only condi­ 
tional. 
C ertainly this could not affect the 
question of the issuance of the bonds ami 
coupons which were payable to bearer. 
A n­ 
other argum ent, th at the railroad com pany 
have not conveyed certain claesea of State 
messengers, prisoners, insane persons, etc-, 
pursuant to the A ct. 
Couneel urged that, it 
there had been any failure in this, th a t by the 
termo of the contract made «and executed, the 
State, upon suit, could recover back the 
am ount?, and th at this could iu no wise affect 
the bonds or coupons or their paym ent. T hat 
upon the question cf the constitutionality of 
the A ct of 1861, before a . ingle bond or cou­ 
pon had been issued, upon the relation of the 
A ttorney-G eneral 
against 
Pacheco, S tate 
T reacuier, reported in the 27th C ab, page 
175, the validity of the A ct had been fully 
d a 'trii inedand the issuance declared regular. 
T h at i here is a question which suit should 
b3 m aintained, w hether it is the duty of the 
T reasurer to pay the c mpons, which are reg­ 
ular, audited claims, upon presentation, or 
whether, under tn»? new C onstitution, which 
provides in A rticle IV ., Section 22, th a t no 
money '¿hall be paid out of the treasury 
w ithout the w arrant of the Controller. 
I t is 
certain there is a debt, and the S tate owes it, 
and all petitioner wants is its money. 
C er­ 
tainly it is w ithin the duly of the Treasurer 
to pay w ithout w arrant, or it is the duty of 
the Controller, if the provisions r f the Con­ 
stitution are construe! as a mere regulation, 
and no p art *>f the original contract un ­ 
der the A ct of 1864, to is.-ue his w arrant 
upon the T reasurer for the am ount.

S ostrongis the 
current of air th«at a piece of board weighing 
one and one-haif pounds, placed over the 
openiug, was lifted up by the pressure. 
The 
air is alternately cold an«l warm . 
The well 
has been visited by a large num ber of intelli- 
g nt gentlem en, who are at a loss to explain 
this atm ospheric phenomena.

HOW TO GET A PLOT. 
W hat young writers who aspire to be­ 
come novelists are always so eager to know 
is, how this leading idea is obtained, 
and how from this seed-germ the trunk, 
limbs, branches, twigs and leafage are 
made to develop themselves ; and this, of 
course, cannot be shown. And if it could 
be shown how one novelist acquires his 
idea and Works out this gradual uufolding, 
as finally displayed in the finished story, ¡t 
would probably be of little practical use to 
another, however interesting it might be, 
Since the same process could hardly be 
made to apply to two plots that were worth 
anything. The truth is that the art of 
writing a powerful novel cau no more he 
taught than the art of painting a powerful 
picture, writing a powerful poem, cr com­ 
posing a fine oratorio. The art cannot be 
taught, and nobody who requires teaching 
will ever do it 
No doubt useful hints 
may be picked up, but no one who has not 
sufficient ingenuity and originality to find 
his own way through the mazes of the 
novel writer’s art is at all qualified for the 
work. All novelista who have show n the 
interiors of their wcrk-shops have done 
little more than make it clear that a plot 
is a growth iron- cornu more or less simple 
central idea. Some incident of every-day- 
life, some narrative in :% newspaper, some 
historical anecdote is laid hold of and elab­ 
orated, altered and twisted, perhaps, till it 
hears scarcily the slightest resemblance to 
its origina! self. Ha w thorne said that the 
State papers would have afforded him plots 
for a lifetime, <-r something to that effect. 
One of the ijst popular novelists of the 
present day obtains a copious and abund­ 
ant supply of “ germs” for Dovels io 
the back numbers -f the Annual Register. 
Charles Keade, if v,o remember aright, 
said oncu in a pulbshed letter that hi6 
reading of the newspapers afforded him all 
he wanted in the way of ideas out of 
which to weave etories. A writer w ho has 
the faculty need not take the trouble to 
even read the papers for his plots. Any­ 
body’s everyday experience will be sure to 
afford incidents and accidents, possibilities 
and suggestions, which only require to be 
seen nod :eiz-.d to constitute plots as in­ 
teresting as anything that the most labori­ 
ous brain-cudgelling could devise. 
The 
mistake very likely to be made by the n 
experienced novelist is that of leaving his 
plot uutil he wants to set to work on it. A 
novelist should always have eyes aud ears 
open, aud suould catch incidents as they 
occur, and make a note of them, whether 
he has immediate use for them or not. If 
he has t keen aye for what goes on 
around him he will iiud that the incidents 
and ideas to be derived from actual life 
are much better than anything he can in­ 
vent, as a rule 
If the truth were 
known, however, it would probably 
be 
found 
that every writer of 
a 
novel has his owa way of going to work. 
M anyan “ origiual” plot has been fab­ 
ricated by reading a novel up t j a oertaiu 
point, and then abrnpt’y shutting the book 
and working the story out, the first por­ 
tion of the tale being gradually modified 
beyond recognition by the requirements of 
the subsequent course of it. 
Again, a 
quick-witted reader of a poor novel may 
often see critical point.j at which a differ­ 
ent turn might have been given with 
startling effect ; and uo doubt many a good 
tale would, if the truth were know-n, be 
found to he only a bad one improved. Of 
course the t -ing may be done in a manner 
which will constitute the outcome only an 
audacious plagiarism. Ila the other hand, 
it may be done in a manner which will en­ 
tirely justify the proceeding. 
Provided 
that a story be told in a way in which it 
has never been done before, it really mat­ 
ters very little whcDce the suggestion 
ccincs from. Every reader of Shakespeare 
familiar with the sources of his dramas 
knows how often his genius has been dis­ 
played by transforming pyrites into real 
gold. 
It is, however, rather a perilous 
proceeding for ordinary folk, and young 
writers who are not quite suie that they 
have Shakespeare’s genius would perhaps 
do well to reflect before adopting his 
method —[London (¡lobe.

Tne next step 
towards discovering the cause and cure of 
these organisms cannot fail to increase 
greatly the efficiency of medicine. 
In a receEt lecture by Dr. Adalina 
Whitney before the young lady ttudents 
of Yassar College, many very good reasons 
for the want of healthy women wore as­ 
signed. She alleged that much of the 
constitutional weakness is inherited, but 
declares it is in the power of the majority 
of young girls to make themselves, phys­ 
ically, what they wilt. Give to the mus­ 
cles as scientific and thorough a training as 
mathematics give to the brain, and there 
will be a corresponding increase in phys­ 
ical capacity. Life in the open air is of 
first importance. Vigorous aud absorbing 
games, too, ehould be encouraged among 
girls. Mental and physici.l culture should 
be as inseparable as mind and body. The 
principal causes which destroy health are 
neglect of proper physical exercises and 
recreation during youth—woman’s incom­ 
plete and one-sided methods of education— 
a want of employment, and petty forms 
of indiscretion in regard to hygiene on the 
part of young women themselves. Dr. 
Whitney contends that a radical change 
w'ill come when popular sentiment requires 
that girls shall grow up strong and well 
developed. Tight clothing, she urges, 
should be discarded, that the exercise of 
the organs of moWon may not be impeded. 
There should ho in every school a system 
of physical education under the direction 
of a qualified teacher. Daily muscular 
exercise will bring better mental work, 
and there might be a physical as well as a 
mental standard which a girl must reach 
before entering college. 


A PEJU LU R PET. 
Mrs. John Rasar, of near New Center­ 
ville, Tredjffrin township, is the owner of 
a beautiful tame polecat that appears very 
much attached to her. Toe animal was 
caught by her son last spring. Soon it 
commenced io grow very rapidly, and 
showed a decidedly wicked temper when 
any one else than Mrs. Easer came near it, 
making an effort to bite all who attempted 
to touch her. She could stroke its back, 
take it on her lap, or do whatever she 
pleased with it, and in a short time it 
began to follow her around like a kitten.

THE 
WONDROUS 
C iYS3 OF LURAY. 
For nearly three score and ten years, 
Luray was one of the most obtenre towns 
in Virginia. Situated in the midst of the 
magnificent Shenandoah Valley, its in­ 
habitants, a simple and industrious people, 
knew little or nothing of the great worli 
beyond the lofty mountains which sur­ 
rounded their homes. 
The discovery- of 
the caves rive years ago in the vicinity of 
the town has made Luray one of the most 
famous places on the American continent, 
ranking w ith Niagara Falls, Watkins Glen, 
the Natural Bridge, aud other great 
natural curiosities which abound iu the 
United States. 
There is a local traoition 
that Peter Buffner, a descendant of one of 
the early settlers of the Shenandoah 
Valley, while hunting wild game, disap­ 
peared and was not seen for two or three 
days, when the finding of his gun at the 
mouth of a cave led to his discovery. He 
was alive, but half-dead -with hunger and 
fright. It was not, however, until the 13;h 
of August, 1S7S, that what are now known 
as the Luray Caverns were discovered and 
partially explored by Andrew J. Campbell. 
The mouth of these caverns is about 320 
paces nortleast of t ie cave which was ac­ 
cidentally discovered by Mr. Buffuer. As 
soon as the discovery was made public, 
ait sts and newspaper correspondents vis­ 
ited the place and the wonders of the Lu­ 
ray- Caves were spread far and wide. 
The 
arrangements for seeing the cave are now 
very complete. 
In September, 1SS1, they 
were lighted with electricity, which enables 
the visitor to examine the marvelous beau­ 
ties which are spread out before him with 
perfect ease. Descending a stairway of solid 
masonry eixty feet, the visitor finds him­ 
self in a lofty arched room forming 
the aLte-ehamber to the cave. He is at 
once astonished by the bewildering array 
of formations that surrounds him in every 
direction. On the right is the original 
opening through which the first discover­ 
ers entered. It is now closed from with­ 
out. 
“ Specimen Avenue” extends 100 
feet to the left, so called because visitors 
were formerly allowed to carry off speci­ 
mens ef the formations, a practice which is 
now prohibited. Anatural “ Blacksmith’s 
Shop,” composed of two anvils and a heap 
of cinders, next attracts attention. Pro­ 
ceeding a few steps further, the “ \Va9t1. 
ington Pillar ” is seen, a magnificent stalag­ 
mite of white carbonate of lime, rising 
from tloor to ceiling. A basin formed by 
dropping water lies at the foot of the pillar 
gigantic monsters stand out of the sur­ 
rounding walD, while huge brown buffaloes 
depend from the ceiling. Descending IS 
feet between a petrified cascade and a 
fossil flower garden, a lower floor is 
reached. 
From thence the bewildered 
visitor wanders into vaulted chambers and 
labyriuths, each possessing a separate 
beauty of its own. At every step a rare 
aud novel scene delights the eye. Stalac­ 
tites hang from the lofty roof in bewilder­ 
ing variety and enchanting loveliness, 
while from the floor a forest of stalagmites 
rises in myriads of formations. Drop by 
drop during unnumbered centuries this 
crystalline substance has been falling, as­ 
suming fantastic, grand aud beautiful 
shapes, such as gnomes, statues, fluted 
cjlutuus, bridal veils, towers, angels’ 
wings, urus, etc. 
One of the wildest and most striking 
features of the Caverns is “ Pluto’s 
Cna3m,” an awful gulf, 140 feet deep and 
nearly 500 feet long. On the back of the 
chasm stands "Proserpine’s Pillar,” a 
brown aud white column, while half way- 
down tho gorge appears another column, 
resembling a spectre waving its arms. One 
of the most remarkable formations is the 
“ Fish Market,” displaying rows of etdac- 
t i tes closely resembling catfish and black 
bass, which are wet and shiny, and seem 
to offer a tempting dish for an epicure. 
Passing on through the Cavern, a magtiiü- 
eent hall is entered, or oval shape and sur­ 
passing everything made by human hands. 
Its lofty roof is fretted by countless de­ 
signs in del cate frostwork. In the center 
of this spacious apartment a large pillar or 
white rocs of great beauty- arises, while in 
every direction Etrange and ghoEt'y forms 
of purest white gleam in the light like so 
many half-finished statues iu an artist’s 
studio. ¡Still advancing, the visitor sees 
limpid streams, diminutive lakes, snowy 
caacades and crystal springs and pools. Iu 
the “ Naiad’s Bath” a double column 
stands, one-half of which is a stalactite 
reaching from the ceiling to the floor, aud 
is fifty feet -, the other portion of the col­ 
umn is a stalagmite which rises from the 
floor to a distance of thirty feet; it is 
formed of successive stories, rising one 
above the other and subdivided into dimin­ 
utive columns. A little further on the at­ 
tention is attracted by a lofty pillar called 
the “ Empress’ Column." It is thirty feet 
high aud compose! of beautiful llutings 
and carvings ; it is daik at tho bot.om, hut 
becomes white near the center, and termi­ 
nates in a delicate pink tint. Other pillars 
in this immediate vicinity support a tur­ 
ban-crowned sultana andan Indian squaw. 
Tbe “ Comet Ci lumn ” and the “ Hollow 
Column ” also deafrve mention. More con­ 
spicuous than any of these is an exact rep­ 
resents on oi the dome of the Capitol at 
Washington, erected on a mass of fallen 
stalactites. In the “ Bound Boom” stands 
a symmetrical column seventy feet in hight 
and of various colors. Leaving th¡3 por­ 
tion of the caverns, the “ Ball-room” is 
entered—a spacious apartment one hundred 
feet long. Here the y oung people of Luray 
occasionally meet “ to chase the glowing 
hours with flying feet.” In passing the 
“ Ball-room ” various glittering ligares are 
seen 
Among these, tne most striking is 
“ Cinderella Leaving the Ball,” her flow­ 
ing garments and fragile figure attracting 
great admiration.—[The American.

How Diamonds are Cur.—“ There are 
three processes necessary to be gone 
through with between the rough stone and 
the d'amoud as you sec it here,” replied 
the jeweler. “ First, a piece of stone the 
required size must be cut off. To do this 
we use a circular saw made of sheet iron, 
and without terth. It is worked like a 
wood-worker’s saw, and two men stand at 
the treadle. One man holds the stone to 
In- cut tightly against the edge of the saw, 
while the other, using a email leather 
dipped in oil, applies diamond dust to the 
edge of the saw. The saw is made of very- 
ductile metal, and the particles of diamond 
dust Incoming set in it, soon w ears through 
the hardest it .me. Now the piece of dia­ 
mond passes to the cutting table, upon 
which is strapped a wheel running parallel 
to the top oi the t »ble. Tho stone is 
fastened bv cement to the end of a stick 
six inches long. Tne lapidary takes the 
stick in bis right hand and holds the stmc 
finely against the wheel until one facet is 
ground down. Diamond dust and water 
are constantly applied to the wheel. The 
table and upper facets of the stone are cut 
th s way, and the stone is then removed 
from and readjust.>d to the stick before the 
lapidary cuts the under sides, callets and 
remaining facets. The stone is manipu­ 
lated the same in the thiid or polishing 
process as in the cutting proce»s. The 
w heel, however, is composed mainly of tin, 
and tripoli ami rotten stone are need in the 
polishing process.—[Cleviland Herald.

KARBITS 
I i AUSTRALIA. 


W ho could have foreseen when, a quarter 
of a century ago, the first rabbit3 were im­ 
ported to South A ustralia as delicacies for 
ibe table, th at to-day their exterm ination 
would form one of the most eerious prob­ 
lems of the Legislature ? 
New Z ralind did not receive this gift 
uutil some years iat ;r, when it unfortuately 
occurred to a colonist in the southern isle 
to turn adrift some rabbits on the bleak 
sand hills along the coast of lavercargilt. 
Accordingly he imported a little family of 
seven from the old country, and very soon 
he and his friends were able to indulge in 
some pleasant shooting, and found a change 
from constant m utton very satisfactory. 
B ut they soon found th at their sport 
could not keep pace w ith the increase of 
the rabbits. 
Soon every blade of grass was 
consumed, and then the hungry creatures 
nibbled the roots which bound the light 
Band hills and prevented them from blow­ 
ing over the arable land. 
The farmers be­ 
gan ehooting and trapping w ith all their 
m ight, hut the rabbits had now been intro­ 
duced to Otago, whence they spread in 
every direotion, defying all etforts of the 
widely-scattered settlers, who for the moat 
part live eight or ten miles ap3rt, half a 
dozen men suilicing to herd Hocks which 
range over perhaps 50,000 acres. 
As it 
was obvious th at these could in no wise 
check the ever-increasing evil, it became 
necessary to hire men to trap, shoot aud 
ferret professionally. 
These trappers re­ 
quired the aid of large packs of dogs, aud 
it ovas soon found th at the disturbance 
thus created among the flocks resulted iu 
greater mischief than even the ravages of 
the rabbits. 
Moreover, the trappers were 
paid at the rate of two pence a skin, but 
the m arket became so overstocked that 
skins sold for less than they cost. 
W hen you consider th at the rabbit be­ 
gins to breed at the early age of six 
m onths, aud thenceforth has about six lit­ 
ters a year of from six to eight young, it is 
evident th at the increase of the species 
m ust necessarily be excessive. 
I t has been 
reckoned th at one ancestral couple, having 
attained to the age of four and one-half 
years, may very well see around them a 
prosperous clan of descendants numbering 
upw ards of 1,270,000. 
Among the many efforts made to subdue 
the rabbit pest none has more signally 
failed than the introduction of cats, which, 
from ;ho days of Marquis of Carrabas 
down to the present time, have prjved 
such successful rabbiters when working on 
their own account. 
Iu New Zealand, how­ 
ever (where so many things go by contra­ 
ries), they seem to object to sport, and to 
prefer a purely domestic life. 
In V ictoria it was at first hoped th at the 
native cat, which Í3 a kicd of weasel, 
woul 1 have proved a BucceBsful ally, but, 
strange to say, it at once fraternized with 
the rabbits, and now these singular friends 
are said to share the same burrows. 
All 
manner of remedies have been tried, and 
successively given up as useless in the face 
of 80 widespread an evil. 
The extent of 
the evil could scarcely be credited were it 
ne t for the clear statistics of the rabbit-uui- 
sance committee. 
Thus, in South Canter­ 
bury, New Zealand, Messrs. Cargill aud 
Anderson state th at in the previous year 
they had killed 500,000 rabbits by poison, 
and in the following spring their sheep run 
was just as deeply peopled by them as ever. 
Mr. K itchen -ays that he kept neaily 100 
men working as rabbit-killers for four 
m onths, and actually cleared his land. 
V ery soon, however, new-comers arrived 
and entered into possession of this vacant 
tract, an 1 now they are worse than ever. 
Still the plague spreads, and the whole 
land is more or less infested with the pest, 
and m any districts are reduced to mere 
warrens. 
Many sheep farmers have been 
forced to abandon runs of from 15.000 to 
10,000 acres. 
R. Campbell has been com­ 
pelled to abandon *250,000 acres ! 
In one 
year he expended £5,000 in endeavors to 
clear about half this land. 
Mr. Reeves re­ 
ports having killed 180,000 rabbits within 
twelve months. 
In l'T S the total num ber of sheep in 
New Zealand was upward of 15,000 000, 
but so terrible have been the ravages of i 
these “ fe e b le ¡.eople ” th at the official re- ; 
turns for ISS0 and lS 'l Bhow a diminution 
of *2,000,000 iu the number of sheep, and 
the last quarter of lbv.’ shows a falling off | 
of 10 per cent, in the export of wool as ' 
compared w ith the previous year. 
How one man e poison may be another 
m an’s m eat has been abundantly shown in 
A ustralia, where several enterprising col- 1 
onists have established rabliit-preserving | 
factories on so targe a scale th at they may 
well be describ.-.! as rabbit exterm inators. I 
In W estern Victoria there arc two such 
factories—oue at t'olac and another at 
j 
Camcerdown. 
The returns of the former 
for one week were IS.000 pairs of rabbits, ; 
while the l-.tter received 10,000. 
Thus, 
nearly 00,000 rabbits were disposed of in 
one week by these two establishments. 
A very im portant aliy has, however, now 
been secured, and great hopes are enter­ 
tained th at it may prove a more success­ 
ful rabbit-destroyer than any 
hitherto 
thought of. 
This is the Indiau mongoose 
(H erpestea gríseas), which in the last ten 
years has done such goo I service in 5 a- 
piaica as a wholesale rat-koler. 
The rats, 
at raeted by tme sngar 
fields, had in­ 
creased iu such m ultitudes as to threaten 
the dissolution of th at fertile isle. 
It oc- 
curri*! to one of the planters to introduce 
this notorious ratter, aud the results have 
surpassed his highest hopes. 
These active 
little creatures, resembling large fe.rets, 
m ultiplied with extraordinary velocity, 
and waged a deadly war of exterm ina­ 
tion against the rats. 
It Í3 hoped that 
they may prove equally efficacious in the 
destruction of rabbits, so the New Z-a- 
land and A ustralian Governments have 
appbed to the Government of India for a 
supply of mongcoscs. 
These are accord­ 
ingly being collected in Bengal and sent 
to the Ziolog.cal Gardens in Calcutta, 
whence, when a hundred couples have 
been secured, they will be dispatched to 
their now homes, where we may well wish 
them success.—[Cassell’s Magazine.
